To  THE  Chairman  and  Members. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  1945  has  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  circular. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  19.3  compared  with  22.79  for  1944  and 
the  Death  Rate  was  10.21  compared  with  9.3. 

The  Council’s  proposals  for  post-war  Housing  are  to  be  found 
on  page  12.  The  site  for  50  prefabricated  bungalows  at  Spondon  was 
in  course  of  preparation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  list  of  proposed  schemes  of  sewerage  and  water  supply  under 
the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944  was  included  in 
the  1944  Annual  Report.  The  Report  for  1945  contains  a  special 
report  concerning  water  supply  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  is  to  be  found  on  page  13. 

A  further  instalment  of  the  Council’s  plan  to  carry  out  refuse 
collection  by  direct  labour  over  the  whole  area  was  implemented  on 
October  1st,  when  this  method  of  collection  commenced  at  Chaddes- 
den  and  Spondon.

Chlorinating  plants  are  installed  at  the 
Little  Eaton  and  Melbourne  pumping 
stations.  Usual  dosage  is  5  lbs.  liquid 
chlorine  per  million  gallons. 

36  samples,  all  after  treatment,  were 
taken  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 
Of  these  34  were  satisfactorv  and  2 
unsatisfactory,  (see  1  (a)  and  4). 


Water  supplied  is  a  mixture  of  Derwent 
Valley  and  borehole  water,  the  latter 
from  boreholes  at  Little  Eaton  and 
Melbourne.  The  former  is  likely  to 
have  plumbo-solvent  action  and  the  use 
of  copper  or  tin-lined  lead  pipes  is  re¬ 
quired. 

8  samples  were  taken  for  Chemical 
Analysis  and  all  were  satisfactory".  Only 
one  sample  was  found  to  contain  lead, 
the  amount  being  .01  parts  per 
100,000.  This  sample  was  taken  from 
a  kitchen  tap.

The  two  unfavourable  reports  mention¬ 
ed  under  1  (a)  were  traced  to  defective 
service  pipes  which  were  immediately 
renewed.  Samples  taken  subsequently 
from  the  same  area  were  satisfactory. 

Number  of  houses  served,  8,465,  equiv¬ 
alent  population  27,760. 

Only  a  very  few  houses  are  served  by 
stand  pipes  and  action  is  being  taken 
to  secure  their  elimination. 
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SCAVENGING. 

The  cost  of  Refuse  Collection  for  the  whole  District  for  the 
year  ended  March  31st,  1946  was  £13,126/0/4d.,  average  13/2d. 
per  house  and  the  cost  of  Refuse  Disposal  was  £3,492/7/7d.,  an 
average  of  3/6d.  per  house. 


The  combined  figures  for  collection  and  disposal  were 
£16,618/7/1  Id.,  average  cost  per  house,  16/8d.,  compared  with  a 
total  cost  of  £16  008/17/2d.,  average  16/ld.  per  house  for  1944-5.

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The  following  information  is  furnished  by  courtesy  of  the 
County  Analyst : — 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

During  the  year  1945,  132  samples —  of  which  110  were  Milks 
— were  taken  in  the  area  of  the  Shardlow  Rural  District  Council. 

Four  samples  of  Milk  were  deficient  in  Fat  and  eight  contained 
added  water. 

Proceedings  taken  against  two  vendors  in  respect  of  three 
samples  containing  substantial  am'ounts  of  added  water  resulted  in 
the  case  against  the  first  vendor  being  dismissed  under  the  Probation 
of  Offenders  Act  on  payment  of  £5/5/Od.  costs,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  second  a  fine  of  £3  and  costs  £6/18/0d.  The  deficiencies  in  the 
other  samples  were  not  substantial  and  the  vendors  received  formal 
notices  of  Caution. 

Of  the  samples  other  than  Milk  an  Informal  sample  of  Cocoa 
was  found  to  be  deficient  in  Fat.  A  Formal  sample  taken  later  was 
also  deficient  in  Fat  and  the  vendor  was  Cautioned. 

The  remaining  samples  were  all  satisfactory. 

Emergency  Petrol  Supplies. 

11,900  gallons  of  motor  fuel  were  purchased  during  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1946. 

Closet  Conversion  Scheme. 

During  the  year  71  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets. 
The  total  number  of  conversions  carried  out  under  the  Scheme  is  now 
2,315  pail  closets  and  860  privies.

Sewage  Disposal. 

No  notable  developments  took  place  during  the  year.  Difficulty 
in  obtaining  sufficient  and  suitable  labour  for  the  proper  operation 
of  the  various  disposal  works  was  very  acute. 

Air  Raid  Precautions. 

During  the  year  the  Food  Decontamination  Squad  was  dis¬ 
banded  and  the  cleansing  of  public  air  raid  shelters  ceased. 

Control  of  Civil  Building. 

The  issue  of  Building  Licences  for  most  classes  of  housing 
work  and  for  certain  work  to  other  types  of  building  was  undertaken 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Works  in  August  1945. 

It  was  arranged  that  new  work  should  be  dealt  with  by  the 
Building  and  Town  Planning  Dept,  and  repairs  and  maintenance  by 
the  Public  Health/  Dept.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of 
licences  issued  for  the  latter  class  of  work  was  302.
